Flight as Far as Baltimore .< 


^ Washington, July 21.—Anew record 


for aviation in America .was estab- 
lished by Orvllle Wright in the Wright 
aeroplane at Fort Myer by a spectacu- 
lar flight of 80% minutes' duration. 
The longest previous flight in- the" 
United States was of; 74 minutes, 
made by Wright at Fort Myer last 
Jan. 
: 


During the. entire flight the machine 


was under perfect control, but several, 
times, appeared, to the spectators .to 
lie.,on -the point of diving to earth. 
Several thousand people!.were given 
an exhibition which included the most 
daring feats of aviation" yet accom- 
plished; and at its conclusion a mighty 
cheer went up. 


,. The machine traveled: a distance of 
about seventy miles, and at one time 
during the flight the height attained, 
between 2GO and 280 feet, exceeded 
the highest point ever reached by a 
heavler-than-alr machine on this cn- 
tlncnt. The most wonderful part- of 
the flight was the execution'of three 
complete" "figure eights/' which re- 
quired j careful maneuvering in direct- 
Ing the machine..

Not the 'slightest mishap occurred 


during tlie flight, .but there were mo- 
ments when the crowd watched al- 
most breathlessly, fearing the aviator 
was losing control of " his 
artificial

Connecticut Court Declares 


It to Be Unconstitutional 


WAS A ROOSEVELT POLICY 


Legislation to Give an Injured Work- 


man Greater Chances For Recovery 
Against His Employer Was One of 
Former President's Most Preached 
Planks—Decision In Favor of tho 
New Haven Railroad 


New Haven, July 21.—Ex-Presi- 


dent's new employers1 liability act has 
been smashed by the supremo court 
of errors on tho ground of uneoustl- 
tutionallty. This is the act passed in 
April, 1'JO.S, after an act passed be- 
fore that by congress had been de- 
clared unconstitutional. 


The purpose of the Roosevelt legis- 


lation was to give the employe of a 
railroad a right of action against the 
railroad for injuries received from a 
fellow-employe, or for Injuries re- 
ceived even as'a result of his own 
carelessness, provided his careless- 
ness was slight as compared with (he 
carelessness of the railroad or its 
agents. 


The first act was declared unconsti- 


tutional :on the ground that congress 
was seeking to regulate commerce 
within a state, contrary lo the provi- 
sions of the constitution. 
The las"t 


act.was amended to meet.'this point 
raised by a number of' state supreme 
courts. 


The decision Is tho ilrst-adverse one 


that has taken place against "my poli- 
cies" since President Roosevelt fin- 
ished his term. The legislation to give 
an injured workman greater chances 
for recovery against his employer was 
one of the most preached planks In 
the president's platform. 


It la also the first time that a New 


England court has repudiated one of 
Roosevelt's "policies." 


The decision was handed down In 


favor of the New York, Now Haven 
and;.Hartfor<] railroad In the case of 
William IIoxlo and Kdgar Q. Mon- 
dou, who brought action for damages. 
The lower court had ruled against 
them and the higher court found no 
error.

shall be of the "order of Melchi- 
zedek" which means 
without 
any 


succession whatever from priest to 
priest, but that they shall be chosen 
by the congregtaions. This may be 
modified by the acceptance of the 
counsel of the "fathers and breth- 
ren" of other churches, but the au- 
thority .remains with the congrega- 
tion; This amounts to a flat con- 
tradiction of the validity of any or- 
der of priesthood as taught In. a 
church 
which has the doctrine of 


npostolic succession.

Protestant 
evangelical 
denomina- 


tions toward church unity. 
They 


co-operate in 
their work 
in 
the 


Young Men's Christian Associations, 
in young people's societies, in _ the

much.:more In evidence' than the intellectual'ami moral achievement 
in the class room. There are at the present time one or two things 


. which are seriously affecting the physical training especially In our 
colleges aud universities, the Influence of Which* Is'also felt very di- 
rectly in our secondary schools. This Is the outcome very largely of 
the intense competitive spirit which lias entered Into the athletic 
sports which'ant carried on among American students. This compe- 
tition has become so., fierce that it is centering the Interests of phy- 
sical culture for the larger number of young men and women. 


The great danger o£ the game of football as'it Is at present-played 


between our American colleges and secondary schools is that it is 
not dominated by a love of sport for its.own sake. It tends to produce 
an abnormal type of physical development simply for the purpose of 
Intense competition. It does not produce either mental or physical 
normal conditions, but rather abnormal: Mentally It shows the same 
results as war and pugilistic contests. At least this is the predominat- 
ing element of football as played at the present time on the athletic 
fields of the country. This is indicated by the fact that the moment 
that the football season Is over the game disappears when one side 
1ms won and another been defeated. The spirit and conversation 
growing out of this game are similar to that which one hears after 
two contending armies have met on the' battlefield, or two pugilists 
have met in a 
fight. 
• 
/ 


The escape from these conditions will come by the development of 


sport for its own sake, as Is the case In English colleges and second- 
ary schools, and by inducing practically every student to have his own 
sport which he learns to love for its own sake. It will also come by 
acquired physical culture on the part of every student and pupil who 
is not forced to be excused for some special and good reason grow- 
ing nut of mental or physical infirmities.

Washington, July . 21.—Commodore 


W. H. Boe.hler (retiree!), who Is, In 
command of.'the naval station at Key 
West, Fla., has made somo Important 
^recommendations on the suhject ot 
coast defense, of which he has been 
an lenthusiastlc student. Ho believes 
that the cooperation of the navy, ma- 
rine corps and coast artillery makes 
necessary much 'closer relations be- 
tween those branches. of the War and 
Navy departments. He 
suggests 
a 


separate bureau, .of coast defense to 
take full control o( the seaboard for- 
mications.. He would have the.bureau 
endowed with all administrative, au- 
thority pver the three branches of 
the service assigne'd to it, and advo- 
cates a personnel composed of officer? 
and men belonging to the army, .navy 
and .marine corps detached to serve 
in coast defense and in navy coast de- 
fenders. This personnel, he believes, 
should be under the exclusive orders 
of the bureau while serving in that 
capicity. 
He would give this bureau 


authority in the assignment of forces 
'in different districts, and its opera- 
tions would take into considerations 
the employment of the coast artillery 
t he naval vessels available for harbor 
defense and Uie marines to act in con- 
junction with the military and naval 
body. 
The idea is to have the bu- 


reau composed, of the chief of the 
coast artillerjvcorns, a rear admiral 
of the navy And the commandant of 
the marine corps. .The districts Com- 
modore Beehler recommends: should 
be In charge of the officers selected 
from the coast artillery corps, navy 
or marine corps, as the character of 
the fortifications may determine. He 
suggests that it would be desirable 
for a coasi artillery officer 
to com-

put on before the public. If it gets 
a good reception, it Is .a fixture, and 
after several changes—more or less 
important—have been made, perhaps 
it'becomes the
